'riiis  piece  conliitivl  of  nothing  more 
l>an  the  inlrothiifiion  of  feveral  well- 
known  characters  in  leal  life,  v  hofe 
manners  of  converfation  Tiiid  exprcHion 
this  author  h.ad  very  happily  hit  in  tlie 
diction  of  his  drama,  and  hilt  more  hap¬ 
pily  reprefeuted  on  the  llagc,  by  an  txaCf 
and  moll  amazing  iiniration,  not  only  of 
the  manner  and  tone  of  voice,  but  even 
of  the  \ery  perlons  of  thofe  whom  he  in¬ 
tended  to  lake  oh. 

Ainongh  thefe  cliaraCters,  there  was 
in  parlienlar  a  certain  phyhci.in,  Dr 
l.av\fon,  wlio  was  r.uieli  Utter  known 
from  the  oddity  and  fingulajity  of  his 
appearance  and  converfation,  tlian  from 
l-.s  (inineiicc  in  tiic  practice  of  liis  pro- 
filiion.

giyirg  'Tea  to  his  friends,  he  proceeded 
without  further  moUllation,  and  repre- 
ftiiled  it,  through  a  run  of  forty  morn¬ 
ings,  tocro\>*led  and  fplcndid  audiences. 

'In  1748  he  produced  another  piece, 
which  he  called  An  Au3ion  of  Pictures* 
In  this  he  introduced  feveral  new’ charac¬ 
ters,  all,  how’ever,  popular  ones,  and 
extremely  well  known,  particularly  Sir 
TL’on.uj  J)i'  Veili  then  the  aCling  jullicc  of 
peace  for  Weftminllcr,  Mr  Coot  the  ce¬ 
lebrated  auctioneer,  and  the  equally  fa¬ 
mous  orator  Henley.  This  piece  had  alfo 
a  very  great  run. 

lie  then  proceeded  to  pieces  of  fomc- 
w  l.at  inoredramaticregularity,hi8 
being  the  produce  of  an  enfuing  fcafon  ; 
yet  in  this  alfo,  tho*  his  plot  and  charac- 
itrs  feemed  lefs  immediately  perfonal,  it 
w  as  aj)parent  that  he  kept  fume  particular 
real  perfonages  ftiongly  in  his  eye  in  the 
perfoiniancc,  and  the  town  took  on 
llitmfeivcs  to  fix  them  where  the  re- 
femblaiice  appeared  to  be  the  moft  ftri- 
kbig. 

lie  continued  from  time  to  time  to 
entertain  the  public,  by  felt  Cling  for  their 
life  fuch  characters,  as  well  general  as 
individual,  as  feemed  n>oft  likely  tocon- 
' tribute  to  the  exciting  our  innocent 
laughter,  and  Ik  ft  anfwer  the  principal 
end  of  dramatic  writings  of  the  comic 
kind,  viz.  the  relaxation  of  the  mind 
from  the  fatigue  of  bulincls  or  anxiety. 

Mr  Foote’s  (liamalic  pieces,  exclufivc 
of  the  Interlude  called  Fiety  in  Pattens, 
and  otlier  fenx  Lfprits,  are  as  follow:

In  the  exceulion  of  lhc*tj 
they  are  fomewhat  ioofe,  negligent,  *n

be  deemed  an  a<5t  of  kindnef^,  both  to 
the  perfons  themfclves  and  their  acquain¬ 
tances,  to  fet  up  a  miiror  before  thorn, 
and,  by  pointing  out  to  themfclves  their 
abfurd  peculiarities  (and  who  is  without 
fome  ?),  afford  them  an  opportunity,  by 
amendment,  to  deftroy  the  refcmblancc, 
and  fo  avoid  ridicule.  In  a  word,  if  a 
Major  Sturgeon,  or  a  Cadwalhd  -r,  have 
ever  had  their  originals  in  teal  li^e,  let 
thofe  origin.ils  keep  their  own  counfcl, 
remember  the  qui  laplt  tile  ftat,  and  re¬ 
form  their  refiicdtive  follies.  Au  author 
of  this  kind,  in  fome  rcfpe«3s,  is  more 
iifcful  to  the  age  he  livis  in,  than  thofe 
who  only  range  abroad  into  the  various 
femes  of  life  for  general  charadlei  :  and, 
although  Mr  Foote’s  dramatic  pirces 
may  not  perhips  have  the  good  fortune 
to  attain  immorta  ity,  or  be  pcrfe<5tfy  re- 
lifhed  by  the  audience  of  a  future  age, 
yet  we  cinnot  deny  him  here  the  Juftk  c 
of  bearing  flr<  -ig  tcflimony  to  Ins  merits, 
and  ranking  him  among  the  firft  of  the 
dramatifls  oVtbiu 

Befides  Foote’s  dramatic  produclioiv, 
which  he  brought  up^n  the  ftage  as  ori¬ 
ginals,  he  trannatcdacollciftion  of  French 
plays,  and  prefixed  his  ,^amc  to  them. 
"J'his  free  tianflation  had  confiderahlc 
merit,  as  he  entered  iqto  the  tn?c  fpirit 
of  their  authors,  and  conv^ed  ihelr 
ideas  in  a  mafterly  manner  in  Enali/b. 

Foote  more  tlian  once  nropofed  umi- 
ting  his  own  memoirs,  and  had  a<ftuallf 
made  fome  progrefa  in  them  at  the  time 
of  his  death  ;  but  he  faid  it  was  fo  diffi¬ 
cult  to  diveft  himfelf  of  ImjMrtiality  on 
the  one  hand,  and  fo  mortifying  to  tell 
all  the  truths  (confidering  the  number  of 
follies  he  had  been  guilty  of)  on  the 
other,  that  he  would  leave  the  talk  to 
fome  other  |)en,  which  would  pnibaWf 
do  him  more  jufticc  than  he  could  do 
himfelf. 

Among  a  variety  of  extraordinary 
plans  which  conffantly  filled  the  head  «f 
Sam,  he  refolved  to  turn  fmall-beer 
brewer,  and  a«fiiiaffy  entered  into  part- 
nerffiip  with  Mr  Price,  wfio  was  in  that 

buffnefi.  Foote  puffed  off  his  fma’I-beer 

fo  well  to  the  nobility,  that  it  became  as 
much  in  vogue  as  M^s  Aih-n’t  claret. 
He  foon,  however,  q*  arrelled  with  bis 
nortner  upon  the  foiar-becrtiim  ngbwr, 
!fnd  loft  hb  credd  as  the  ereiteft  puifer 
and  fmall-bcer  hre>ver  in  Europe. 

iFs  It  i-d  ir%'.uacy  with  the  late  w 
rraiicb  Dclaval  rendered  him  tis  oo*- 
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flant  companion  in  all  his  parties,  and 
Trank  c<#nfiilted  him  upon  moft  occn- 
V/hcn  Trink  Dciava]  gave  that 
celt'l)raU’d  pcrt'ormancc  at  Drury  lane 
theatre  (which  Mr  Garrick  compliment¬ 
ed  him  with  upon  the  occalioii),  Mr 
Tootc,  with  Mr  Micklin,  had  the  calV- 
ing  of  the  parts,  and  the  inllru^ting  of 
the  adors. — Trank  Delaval  performed 
Othello,  ami  gained  great  applaiifc  in 
that  part ;  hut  his  brother,  now  Sir  John 
Delaval,  furpalfed  the  molt  languinc  ex¬ 
pectations  of  his  friends  in  the  charaCler 
i)t*  lago.  'F  lie  other  paits  were  alfo  very 
well  hlle<l  by  gentk-ineii  who  had  nefver 
performrd  upon  any  (lage  ;  and  the  late 
Mrs  l^iannc  thfter  to  Mils  Roche,  now 
Lady  Lehliii)  appeared  in  Defdemona, 
greatly  to  the  fiti'^factiou  of  the  molt 
brilliant  amlience  that  ever  alfdted  at 
one  timr*  in  any  theatre  ;  lor,  as  the 
tickets  which  v.’cre  diftributed  did  not 
fpev  ifv  any  particular  feat,  as  many  ftars 
and  ribbons  were  feen  among  the  gods  as 
in  the  boxes.  In  a  won!,  almoll  every 
pevl'on  of  rank  and  tpiality  in  the  metro- 
po'is  were  prelVnt  upon  the  otcalion, 
and  promifcmujfly  felted.  Conliderabic 
funs  were  otfered  lor  tickets  ;  but  it  is 
btliev. d  none  were  fold,  as  no  more 
weic  printed  than  would  conveniently 
fill  the  honfe. 

About  the  yc.'^r  1 7 ^  i  a  party  was  form¬ 
ed  to  make  a  voyage  up  the  Mediterra¬ 
nean.  It  was  to  have  confided  of  the

It  was  equally  elegant  ami 
ro’^venii  Tit,  there  hi:ing  every  accorniTK'- 
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agreeaWenefs  of  the  party,  that  ther. 
were  emulous  to  outvie  each  other  in 
their  preparations  fon  the  voyage,  lii 
Icfs  than  a  week  every  member  of  this 
fuus  fouci  fociety  was  prepared,  and  had 
Ihipped  their  baggage.  Even  the  wine, 
and  pfovl lions  in  great  abundance,  live 
and  dead,  were  put  on  board  ;  two  emi¬ 
nent  C(K>ks  and  a  celebrated  confectioner 
were  engaged  ;  as  was  a  band  of  mulic, 
and  feveral  excellent  vocal  p)crformcrs. 

It  was  the  general  rejxjrt  at  that  time 
in  the  gay  circles,  that  Frank  Delaval,  a 
genius  of  a  very  enterprifmg  dif|X)rition, 
propoled  going  to  Corfica,  and  offering 
him  ft  If  a  candidate  for  that  throne.  It 
is  certain  that  feveral  Corficans  of  the 
fiffi  rank,  who  were  then  in  England, 
had  fieijuent  conferences  with  him,  and 
were  to  return  to  their  native  ii[lc  on 
board  this  new  built  yacht.  It  was  in¬ 
deed  faid  that  moft  of  his  houfehold  of¬ 
ficers  were  appointed,  and  were  going 
with  his  (intended>  majefty ;  and  tlut 

Capt.  S - s,  who  had  been  very  fer- 

viceahle  to  him  upon  many  ocrafions, 
was  nominated  to  the  poll  of  mailer  of 
the  horfe. 

Rut  how  tranfltory  are  the  events  of 
this  world  ! — At  this  very  critical  junc¬ 
ture,  when  there  was  fach  a  glorious 
perfpei^tive  of  pleafiire,  and  the  gratifi¬ 
cation  of  almoft  unlimited  ambition,  Sir 
Rieliard  Atjcins  was  carried  off  by  a 
violent  fever.  The  vhole  projc^l  was 
laid  afide,  the  yacht  was  fold,  the  provi- 
fions  given  to  the  poor,  the  cooks,  con- 
fetflioner,  and  muficians  were  difmiflcd, 
and  {ww'ifmall  indeed  !

It  is  then  from  the 
very  frame  of  man  that  the  feiifc  of  a 
national  brotherhood  arifes,  and  a  public 
is  rcco.v.n/.vd  by  the  iuflTragc  of  uner¬ 
ring:  nalnre.

Pnhiic  good,  as  it  were,  is  a  common 
f.tnk,  in  which  every ‘individual  has  his 
>e!pt.,itivc  (bare;  and conreqMrnt’y  what- 
rvt  r  damage  th?it  ruAains,  the  individuals 
ur»avnidahly  paitake  of  the  calamity. 

’fl.Serty  he  deflroyed,  no  particular 
member  can  cfcapc  the  chami.  If  fhe 


credit  of  the  aflWiated  body  (ink,  his 
fortune  finks  with  it.  If  the  fons  of  vio¬ 
lence  prevail,  and  plunder  the  public 
ftock,  his  part  cannot  be  refeued  from 
the  Ipoil.  If  then  we  have  a  true  affec¬ 
tion  imt  ourfelvcs,  if  wc  would  reap  the 
fruits  of  our  induftry,  and  enjoy  our  pro 
pertics  in  fecuiity,  we  muft  ftand  firm  in 
the  caiife  of  public  virtue.  Otherwife 
we  had  better  return  to  the  raw  herbage 
tor  our  food,  and  to  the  inclemencies  of 
the  open  tky  for  our  covering ;  gobaik 
lo  uncultivated  nature,  where  our  wants 
would  be  fewer,  and  our  appetites  lef. 
Such  a  litmtioii,  notwithftanding  all  its 
inconvcniencics,  is  far  preferable  to  a  bar¬ 
barous  government,  and  far  more  defir- 
able  than  the  lot  of  (laves. 

Wc  fee  then  how  clofely  the  fiipreme 
Being  has  conneded  our  intcrelt  with 
our  duty,  and  made  it  each  man’s  happi- 
nets  to  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  his 
fellow  citizens. 

But  ftill  the  more  noble  motive  to  a 
generous  foul  is  that  which  fpiiiigs  from 
the  uiifclfilh  appetite  of  diffnling  the  joys 
of  litc  to  all  around  him.  There  is  no¬ 
thing  he  thinks  fo  defirable  as  to  be  the 
inftnimcnt  of  doing  goext ;  and  the  far¬ 
ther  it  is  extended,  the  greater  is  his  de¬ 
light,  and  the  more  glonoue  his  charac¬ 
ter.  Benignity  to  friends  and  relations 
is  hut  a  narrow-fpiriled  quality  coir|>arfd 
with  ibisy  and  perhaps  as  frequently  the 
effed  of  caprice  or  pride,  as  of  a  lienevo- 
lent  temper.  But  when  our  flow  of 
good-will  fpreads  Itfelf  to  all  the  Anriety, 
and  in  them  to  diflaiit  poflerity ;  when 
charity  rifes  into  public  fpirit,  and  par¬ 
tial  afledion  is  extended  into  general 
Ixmevolence,  then  it  is  that  man  (bines  in 
the  higheft  lull  re,  and  is  the  tnicft  image 
of  his  divine  Creator.

ALMAGRO  and  his  followers  had 
m.ide  a  demand  of  an  equal  fliarc 
in  ih'.*  Inca’s  ranlbin  ;  and  though  Pizar- 
ro  li  id  bellowed  upon  the  private  men 
tlie  i.irgc  gratuity  which  I  have  mention* 
e<!,  jnd  endeavoured  to  foothc  their  lea- 


morc  decency  anj  attention  to  the  cap. 
live  monarch.  Soothed  with  this  re. 
fpe^t  from  perfons  of  fuch  high  rank,  he 
delighted  in  their  focieiy  ;  Rut  in  the 
pretence  of  the  governor  he  was  UMca  y, 
and  overawed.  This  dread  foon  came  to 
he  mingled  with  contempt.  Aiilong  all 
the  European  arts,  what  headuiiredinoll 
was  that  of  reading  and  writing ;  and  he 
long  deliberated  with  bimfelf,  whetticr 
he  ihoutd  regard  it  as  a  natural  or  ac* 
quired  talent.  In  order  to  determine

Pi/.ario  lu'mfclf  began  to  be  alarmed 
with  accounts  of  forces  aflTembling  in  the 
remote  provinces  of  ti»e  empire,  and  fufp 
pcift-rd  Atahualpa  of  having  iifucd  or¬ 
ders  for  that  purpofe.  Thefc  tears  and 
tulpicions  were  artfully  increa fed  by  Phi- 
lippillo,  one  of  the  Indians  whom  Pizar- 
ro  iud  carried  off  from  Tumbez  in  the 
year  one  ihoiiland  five  hundred  and 
I’.venty,  and  whom  he  employed  as  an 
inTcrorctcr.  Tlic  fuiidtion  which  he  per- 
t<*rincd  admitting  this  man  to  familiar 
int  rcourfe  with  the  captive  monarch,  he 
prefum-d,  notwithftanding  the  mean- 
uefs  of  his  birth,  to  raife  his  affections  to 
3  Coyot  or  deferndant  of  the  Sun,  one  of 
wives;  and,  feeing  no  pro- 
l.KCt  of  gratifying  that  paflion  during 
the  life  (►f  the  monarch,  he  endeavoured 
to  fill  the  cars  of  the  Spaniards  with  fuch 
accounts  (if  his  fccret  defigns  and  prepa* 

»^  iti(>ni,  as  might  awaken  their  jealoufy, 
an-l  iiU'iic  them  to  cut  him  off,  * 

While  Almagro  and  his  followers 
openly  demanded  the  life  of  the  Inca, 
and  Philipplilo  laboured  to  ruin  him  by 
P*^oMte  machinations,  that  unhappy 
p^'inre  inadvertently  contributed  to  ha- 
f^eii  his  own  fate.  During  his  confine- 
u^ent  he  had  attached  himfelfwith  pccu- 
h  ir  aflV^ftlon  to’Ferdinaad  Pizarro  ard 
ilerna^ilo  S<>t<»;  who,  as  they  were  per- 
f'’»»«;  of  birth  and  education  fuprrior  to 
the  rough  adventurers  wnth  whom  they 
frrved,  were  accuffomed  to  behave  With 
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guarded  him,  to  write  the  nanu;.  of  Cod 
on  the  nail  of  his  thumb.  This  he  Hiew- 


cd  fucceflively  to  fcveral  Spaniards,  alk- 
ing  its  meaning  ;  and,  to  his  amazement, 
they  all,  without  hefitation,  returned  the 
fame  anfwer.  At  length  PiZarro  enter* 
ed  ;  and,  on  prefeiiting  it  to  him,  he 
bluihcd,  and,  with  fume  confufion,  was 
obUged  to  acknowledge  his  ignorance.

mory.  His  hj'  Jiiiip  'jeas  called  to  order. 

Lord  Chatham  rofe  once  more,  wlfti- 
ing  to  know  if  lie  was  miftaken,  and 
again  appealed  to  L(nd  Amhcrlt  to  fet 
Inm  right. 

Lord  Amberji  again  fyid,  that  he  wai 
ordered  laft  war  to  treat  with,  and  em¬ 
ploy  the  Indian?,  and  that  the  order! 
were  in  his  inftni»5tions. 

Lord  Suffolk  informed  tlic  hoiife,  that 
it  was  always  cuftomary  for  the  fccrc- 
tary  of  (fate  for  the  time  being,  whe¬ 
ther  he  figncd  the  iiifti  umciits  to  oflitetf 
on  fervice  abroad. or  not,  to  hand  thole 
inftruiftions  to  the  King. 

At  length  the  queltion  was  put  upon 
the  following  motion That  an  hum¬ 
ble  addrefs  he  prefented  to  hia  Majefty, 
mod  humbly  befeeching  his  Majcfty  tfcat 
he  will  he  gracioufly  plcafed  to  order  the 
proper  officers  to  lay  l>cforc  this  houfc, 
orders  or  inftrudlions  given  to  Lieute¬ 
nant-general  Burgoyne,  for  employing 
favages  again  ft  his  Majcfty’i  fubjedls  in 
North  America •”
